1 . This communication is a response Office Action to the Amendment of October 
06, 2005. 

2. The Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of Claims 2, 4, 6 and 14-18. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7-13 and 19-23 are presented for examination following 
Amendment of October 06, 2005. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7-13 and 19-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Priority 

5. Applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. §119(a)-(d) is 
acknowledged. The Applicant was accorded the benefit of the earlier filing date of 
November 01, 2000. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1,3,5, 7-1 3 and 1 9-23, are allowed over the prior art of record. 

7. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Regarding Independent Claims 1, 3 and 5, Applicant's particular method and 
associated system for transforming data format between database management system 
programs is the combination of the limitations wherein the skeleton program obtains an 
address of a particular data format transformation program for a data format 
transformation from a relation table containing the relations between a plurality of data 
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format transformation programs and the respective addresses of these programs in a 
disk storage device; wherein the program address includes a Logical Unit Number 
(LUN) and a Port Identifier (PI) indicating the location of the program in what volume of 
what disk storage device is stored; in combination with the other limitation wherein the 
database management system program data format is different from another database 
management system program data format; and wherein the request comprises an 
address for a particular data format transformation program in combination with the 
other limitations of the claims, was not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, 
nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior art of record or that encountered in 
searching of the prior art, the prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations 
above obvious. 

The dependent Claims 7-1 1 and 21 being further limiting to independent Claim 1; 
dependent Claims 12, 13 and 22 being further limiting to independent Claim 3 and 
dependent Claims 19, 20 and 23 being further limiting to independent Claim 5; definite 
and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
